conditional upon the estublisl t ol the an ¥
of Rtoumelia and the evacustion of the interior by
the Turkish troops,

THE NEXT POINT. .

The interior organization of the province will be
next discussed, The conditions lald down by
Russia ure absoiute, It is unilerstood that the ne-
gotiations relative to guarantees for the autonomy
ol the province will give rise 1o animated debate.
The quesiion of the evacualion of the rortresses
will also arise in connectlon with the organization
of Roumelia.
